Blunt is principal Assistant Engineer of im- 
provements of harbors and the south shore 
of Lake Erie, with headquarters at Cleve- 
land. Mr. Johnson was recently Construct- 
ing Engineer. of the Memphis water-works 
and Consulting Eugmeer of Savannah, Ga. 
He was also at one time on the Drainage 
Commission of this city and an assistant in 
the City Engiceer’s office.”

Prerre, S. D., June 18.—[{Special.}]—W hen 
the firemen’s parade formed today the In- 
dians from Big Foot’s and Hump’s band, 
who had been invited bere, rode up on ponies, 
painted, and swung in directly in front of the 
entire parade and crowded the stylish Pierre 
City band to one side, all the time emitting 
the big war whoops, flourishiag their clubs, 
and acting im a disorderly manner. The offi- 
cers of the day attempted to lead them to 
the rear, but were soon compelled to go to 
tue rear themselves to got out of danger. An 


enterpreter was finally procured, and, after 


the big bucks had been quieted down and 


stopped yelling, a pariey- ensued. The mat- 
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tor was explained, and, upon promise of sey- 


eral fat beeves being given them to kill di- 


rectly after the parade was over, they took 
their place in the line at the rear and the 
procession started. 

Once the braves could not contain them- 
selves, but rode down the line on a run, mak- 
ing another big commotion.

FOR DIRECTOR-GENERAL 


JOHN M’NULTA FAVORED BY CERTAIN 
WORLD’s FAIR OFFICIALS. 


He Will Be Presented as a Candidate for 
the Position—Arguments That Are B 
ing Made in His Behalf— Why Two 
Members of the Sub-Committee Are in 
Consultation with the Illinois Central 
Directors la New York—Further Con- 
sideration of the Site Question. 


A number of officials think the Director- 
General of the World's Fair will be a rail- 
road man, and Gen. McNulta’s name will be 
presented by some of the directors. 

Several other men have been talked of, 
but for oné reason or another they have been 
dropped. It is desired not to go out of this 
country foraman. Senator Hawley of Con- 
necticut was mentioned on accountof his 
connection with the Centennial, but it was 
thougnt doubtful if he would accept. More- 
over, it was argued that he was identified 
with the East rather than with the whole 
country, and that was not desired. Said an 
official yesterday: 

We need a man of great executive ability 
and one who has shown himself capable of 
handling large bodies of men and managing 
great corporations.“ 

This put it right in the line of the railroads, 
which, moreover, have large interests at 
stake and much influence in consequence. 
The first man mentioned for the office—E. T. 
Jeffery—had been a railroad man, and it was 
his excellent management of the Illinois 
Central that made him such a 
favorite for the position. It has been argued 
that the executive ability required in high 
railroad positions is the kind of talent that 
will de needed in the Director-General. 
Hence the talk of a railroad man for the 
plave. 

Judge Cooley was suggested, but it was 
understood that he would not accept it if of- 
fered. His health was said to be poor 
and rendered him unequal to the task 
of taking active control of such an 
enterprise. Some other names have been 
mentioned at different times, but it was a 
question as to whether the men would leave 
their present position to accept a three years’ 
job. 

Said te Be a Favorite, 

Then came the name of Gen. McNulta. 
His record as receiver of the Wabash ana of 
the Toledo, Cincinnati and St. Louis is men- 
tioned, and his name seems to have been re- 
ceived with considerable favor. Moreover, 
being now out of the railroad business he is 
In a position to accept the place. 

The office will pay, according to an official, 
$20,000 to $25,000 a year. 

And it would be worth any one’s time to 
accept it,” said a director, “ The man who 
accepts it and makes a success of his admin- 
istrauon won't have to walk far at the close 
of the Fair to get about any position he 
wants, especially if he be a railroad man.” 

Gen. McNulta, by the way, has been in 
Chicago within a day or two. Whether his 
visit had any connection with this appoint- 
ment could not be learned. 

A man who is said to want the position 
pretty badly is Manager Allison of the Cin- 
cinnati Exposition. 

The matter will not come up for action un- 


‘til the National Commission meets, and 


meanwhile nothing can be done except to 
discuss the merits of different men and try 
to reach an agreement informally. Ali that 
can be said at present is that itis more than 
likely that Gen. McNuita’s name will be pre- 
sented by some of the directors. They believe 
him the best and most available man for the 
place. : 
They Are Getting tne Terms. 

The Executive Committee met yesterday. 
There were present Lyman J. Gage, T. B. 
Bryan, A. Nathan, R. S. Keyes, Ferd W. 
Peck, W. T. Baker, D. C. Cregier, and E. M. 
Phelps. In addiuon to those members of 
the committee J. W. Eilsworth and J. C. 
Peasley were in attendance. 

The site matter was taken up, but no ac- 
tion can be reached pending tne report of 
the subcommittee of the Committee on Build- 
ings and Grounds, the members of which are 
in New York attending the meeting of the 
directors of the Illinois Central railroad. 
There was some expectation of hearing from 
them by telegraph yesterday, but no message 
was received. 


There seems to be an uncertainty as to the 


duties of these two men—Messrs. Aldis and 
Pike. They are not to decide on the site ta 
be selected; they are to get the terms on 
which the various sites may be had. To that 
end it is necessary to confer with all who are 
interested in such sites. 

Said a director: These men are simply 
to look into the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of each site and find out how they can 
be secured. That is an easy matter with 
most of the proposed sites, but it is a difficult 
one when it comes to the Lake-Front. That 
is in litigation and so it is necessary 
to see all tne parties in interest. Hence the 
amount of time that has been devoted to it, 
from which comes the general inference that 
it has already been decided on. That is not 
so. Ido not understana that the gentiemen 
in New York have power to make any 
definite agreement. They havecertain plans 
for utilizing the Lake-Front, and if the [lli- 
nois Central agrees to them they can be re- 
ported with the plans and terms on which 
other sites can be secured. That is what will 
be done.“ 

The Lake-Front ®*cheme. 

The plan that Messrs. Aldis and Pike have 
is said to be to have the Secretary of War 
remove the Government dock line, at present 
1,760 feet from the shore line, 700 feet further 
east. It would then extend southward to 
Twenty-second street, where it would touch 


‘the shore. All of this basin would be filled 


in, and the Illinois Central tracks would 
run along the outter edge of it to Ran- 
dolph street, and then turn west to the 
depot. The road would be given a 300-foot 
right of way, instead of 200 feet as at present, 
and be expected to do some of the filling in, 
tne space between Fourteenth and Twenty- 
second streets being indicated as its share. 
It is probable thata portion of this space 
would go to the road. 

Another detail of the plan is said to be to 
have the city under its right of eminent 
domain condemn the property between Park 
row and Randolph street and east of Michi- 
gan avenue. 

If these plans can be carried out it is gen- 
erally believed around headquarters that the 
committee’s report will mention in the most 
favorable terms the Lake-Front, but it is not 
believed that it will report that site ex- 
clusively in any event. 

An Engiveer’s Map. 

No word being received from New York 
the Executive Committee could do little yes- 
terday except investigate some details and 
so familiarize its members with the advan- 
tages of various sites. A civil engineer in 
the employ of a railroad had been requested 
to prepare a chart showing the spot in the 
city where the best -Sailway facilities 
could be secured, and his chart was 
produced. It showed that, using the Relt 


Line fof passenger and freight traffic, the 


site most accessible was just east of the 
Stickney tract and barely within the city 
limits. This site would be accessible to steam 
roads exclusively, and for that reason was 
violently opposed. 

A number of maps and plans for the north 
shore site were examined.

The Government 
Supervising Architect should have had a 
check for $6,000 here Saturday, but it has 
not come, and the men decline to work until 
it does. 

Boston, Mass., June 18.—[Special. | —There 
is trouble among the building trades in Bos- 
ton again, and another prolonged strike is 
feared. The workmen involved this time 
are the mortar carriers, masons, and brick- 
layers. The general demand is for an in- 
crease in pay from 22%¢ to 25 cents an hour. 
Some 2,600 laborers were involved, but 1,000 
of them have made terms with their em- 
ployers. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 18.—There is no 
change in the strike situation. The switch- 
men are still out on all the roads. All the 
switchmen will be discharged at 1 o’clock 
tomorrow if they do not report for duty 
to the several companies. The coal sup- 
ply is shorter than ever, and if the strike

PRINCETON LOSES THE INTER-COL- 
LEGIATE CHAMPIONSHIP. — 


The Final Game Played esterday and De- 
cided by the Close Score of 6 to 5 in 
Favor of the New Haven Boys—The 
Contest Decided in the Third Inning— 
The Playing on Both Sides Brilliant 
and Witnessed by an Enormous Crowd. 

New York, June 18.—[{Special.]—Six thou- 
sand people who love Yale or Princeton ana 
all that appertains to those colleges assem- 
bled at Eastern Park today. There were 
gray-headed grandfathers with two genera- 

‘tions beside them. There were graduates of 

the later years with their sisters, their 

cousins, or their sweethearts, and 
there were the coliegians of to- 
day in groups of fifty, bedecked with 
the blue or the orange and black and loaded 
to the teeth with their warlike cries. 
It was a great and handsome throng, taken 
at a glance, and if one’s eyes wandered over 
it for details they were caught and held by 
many a beautiful face all aglow with hope 
for one side or the other. For whom any 
particular smiles were reserved was shown 
by a ribbon at the shoulder of the fair 
spectator. It would have been a pity had the 
game been one sided or badly pla ved. But it 

was not. It was soclose wnat any one of a 

dozen it's,“ if allowed, would have 

changed the result. But colleges can 
crow. Neither side fieldea any better than 
the other, nor was there any difference in 


dna value of the batting. 


Stagg and Poole were the battery for Yale 
Both 
pitchers were hit rather freely, but neither 
lost heart tor an instant. Stagg gave only 


two bases on balls and Young gave but one. 


In every position each college had its proper 
player. Quinn and Pearce were the umpires 
and they did capital work. 

Commencing the Game. 

Princeton went first to bat and was retired 
in short order in the first inning, as was 
Vale. 

In the second Brokaw for Princeton and 
Poole tor Yale made safe hits, but sharp 
fielding prevented them scoring. 

It was in the last half of the third inning 
that the game took on its lively character 
and kept the rival college crowds conunuous- 
ly in an uproar. 

Stagg started the fun. With two out he 
hit a sharp bounder to Shortstop Kuicker- 
bocker, who fumbled the ball and then threw 
wide. It proved to be a disastrous error, and 
here comes in che principal “if” 
ot the game. If he had retired Stagg 
that player would never have -had an 
opportunity to make a great sliding steal 
ot second; Calhoun ‘would not have had a 
chance to send the ball scampering over sec- 
ond; McBride’s slashing liner to fight would 


not have been dreamed of; Poole’s bat would 


not have senta daisy mower to left; and 
Yale would not have taken the great lead of 
three big runs. 

That if“ was a mountain for Princeton’s 
boys to climb, but they set about tne task 
with brave hearts. Little did Yale’s “’Rah, 
rah, rah,“ frighten them, and they soon 
evoked thundering “ Siss, boom, ah's from 
their contingent of the throng by a brilliant 
streak of batting. 

It was in the fourth inning. Little Thira- 
Baseman Watts tapped the ball scientifically 
over the third baseman’s head, but a moment 
later he proved a victim, with Knickerbocker, 
of a clever double play by Dalzen, Calhoun, 
and McBride. Dana, however, hit safely to 
right, Brokaw sent a liner in tne same direc- 
tion, and MoMilian placed the ball 
out of everybody's reach in 
center. Dana got home on the bit. 
Young sent the ball skidpim@ erratically 
toward Second Baseman Calhoun, and that 
skiliful young fleider was unable to master 
the chance, Brokaw tallied on the misplay 
and McMillan ran tothird. The next man, 
however, hit to Stagg and was touched be- 
fore he could reach first. It was a close race, 
and Stagg took a great risk in not throwing 
the batsman out. 

Princeton in the Lead, 

In the first half of the sixth inuumg Prince- 
ton took the lead. Knickerbocker hit sarely 
over second, Dana got his lease on balis, and 
Brokaw made his third safe hit, sending the 
ball very fast on the first bound to Right- 
Fielaer Cushing. Knickerbocker tried to 
reach home from second, but a tine 
throw headed him off. Dana reached 
third and Brokaw second on the play. 
McMullan hit far to center, but Yale’s little 
fielder, Murphy, ran just as fast as the ball 
flew. ana he seized it before it could reach 
the ground to become a home-run drive. Of 
course Dana tallied before the bali could be 
returned and Brokaw ran to third. Then 
Young sent a scorchihg liner over second 
and another run was tallied, but the next 
batsman hit feebiy to Stagg and was thrown 
out. 

Also in the sixth inning Yale did effective 
work with the bat. Poole made nis third safe 
hit, and Dalzeliſliftedſtne ball over Left-Fielder 
Payne's head. 

In the eighth Princeton added two runs to 
the good. Calhoun got his base on balls 
the first and last given by Young—and scored 
on a three-bagger to left by McBride, Brown 
again proving a poor judge of fly balls. Poole 
hit to Durell at second and McBride scored 
on the out. 

Princeton’s last chance came with the best 
batsmen at the bat. Durell tried hard, but 
all he could do was to put the ball into 
Stage’s hands. Payne did better, but 
Owsley threw him out from third. 
Watts waited until two strikes had been 
called on him, and then he kept on waiting 
until Stagg sent him to first on four balis. 
Here at least was a forlorn hope, and the red 
and black brightened up a bit. Knicker- 
bocker then changed the outlook decidedly 
by a fine hit to center, sending Watts to 
third. Dana set Princeton’s thousands wild 
by a fine two-bagger down the left-field line. 
Watts scored and Knickerbocker went to 
third. 

Two out; one run to tie the score; two to 
win the game; runners on third and second, 
and Brokaw at the bat. 

Brokaw had made four safe hits. Would 
he make the fifth? Whack, the ball sped 
Uke a shot, but it was six inches outside of 
first base. Foul,” cried the umpire. 

The next ball pitched was a beauty and 
Brokaw hit it straight to Second-Baseman 
Calhoun, who made no mistake in sending it 
to McBride, and the wearers of tne biue 
piled down from the grand stand upon the 
fiela and overwhelmed Stagg and Poole and 
the rest of Yale’s heroes with their joy.

Mr. Benjamin Newgass is a resident of En- 
giand now. He lived for many years in New 
Orleans and is worth about $10,000,000. He 
is connected in business with the Rothschilds 
and has the reputation of be'ng a money- 
maker from way back. His attorney, Henry 
Beer, isa weaithy cotton future operator in 
New Orleans and has virtually a monopoly 
of that class of speculation. Mr. Besr’s 
check: is good for a miluon or two, and the 
combination of Newgass and Beer is not to 
be sneezed at. 

Mr. Beer came to this city today and 
brought with hima New Orleans attorrey, 
Mr. Newman, who does the talking for the 
party. Mr. Newman says the offer is madein 
good faith at the instance of a number of 
English capitalists, who are willing to 
take any part or all of a § good 
thing when they see it. Mr. Newman in- 
dignantly denies the statement made by the 
representatives of the Louisiana Lottery 
Company that the Mexican International Im- 
provement Company, or Mexican Lottery, is 
back of Mr. Newgass. He says it is no such 
thing. Mr. Newgass, he deciares, has no in- 
terest in the Mexican Lottery Company, but 
makes the offer on behalr of an English 
company. 

No matter who tenders the propositon it 
has thrown the Louisiana company into 
spasms. There can be no ques uon but the 
Louisiana party is in deep, deep trouble now. 
The Newgass offer is giving them no end of 
pain, because anythiug Mr. Newgass says 1s 
accepted as the word and the gospel in 
Louisiana. The combine can swing almost 
as much money as Mr. Morris. 

But this is not all of their sorrow. Mr. 
Beer tonight makes the open statement that 
he intends to keep on raising Mr. Morris at 
a quarter of a million a clio until he lifts the 
Louisiana party out of its collective and in- 
dividual boots. Mr. Morris is notinclined to 
go any further, but the crafty Beer is ready 
to go ahead with, the blue vaults of heaven 
as a limit. 

And this is the condition the State finds 
itself in—with two big gambling institutions 
bidding against each other, the most dis- 
graceful, outrageous frands of the age asking 
to be legalizea by this Legislature. The 
Newgass project is not a whit better than the 
Morris company; it is not any more respecta- 
ble or reputable. Both are skin games of the 
purest ray serene, and the Louisiana compa- 


ing the demands of some of the legisiators,

the most for it.

The gentlemen from abroad are representa- 
tives of the holders of the debenture bonds 
of the Equitable Mortgage company, the best 
part of whose bonds are held in Europe.

THE GREAT SILVER QUESTION IN CON- 
GRESS.

In the meantime the 
opposition, led mainly by Harcourt and 
Healy, keeps up its terrific fire on the coali- 
tion Ministry. But it was a mistake on the 
part of Healy and his Irish colleagues not to 
aid in the passage of the Irish bill this ses- 
sion. It would be a great boon for the Irish 
tenants. 


The House passed two weeks ago a bill on 
the silver question. It received the votes of 
134 Republicans and one Democrat. Eight 
Republicans and 111 Democrats voted against 
it. This measure, which may be taken as 
representing the sentiments of the great 
mujority of the Kepublican members, because 
it was adopted in caucus, providea for the 
monthly purchase by the Secretary of the 
Treasury of $4,500,000 worth of fine silver at 
the market price, he to pay thereforin Treas- 
ury notes which were made a legal tender. 
It also provided that when the market price 
of silver rose to be $1 for 871.25 grains of 
pure silver, being the amount in a standard 
dollar, the owner of any silver bullion couid 
have it coined into standard dollars for his 
benetit—that free coinage should not begin 
till the silver in a silver dollar was worth a 
gold dollar in the market. 

The Senate, by a vote of 15 Republicans 
and 27 Democrats to 22 Republicans and 8 
Democrats, has changed the House bill so 
that those who got it ap will not recognize it. 
It provides, as amended, for immediate free 
coinage of all silver from all parts of the 
world ata time when the metalin the silver 
dollar is worth rather less than 82 cents. 
Any man who has silver bullion, under the 
Senate bill can take it to a United States 
mint and either have it coined into legal 
tender standard dollars for him or can take 
his pay in certificates which are made a legal 
tender for all debts public and private. That 
is, for that silver for which he can get at 
present for 82 cents in the London market he 
can get 100 cents at any mint in this country. 

An amendment that no bullion be bought 
uniess it could be shown to be the product of 
mines within this country was vated down. 
Therefore the blessings of the law are not to 
be confined to Americans, but the owners of 
siiver in London, Paris, Berlin, or elsewhere 
in the world are notified that if they will 
send their bullion to the United States they 
can find a certain market for it. Unless free 
coinage shouid raise the price of silver 80 as 
to make it unprofitable to ship it here for 
coinage there is ample reason to believe it 
would flow into the United States mints from 
all parts of tne globe. 

It is not to be expected that the Repub- 
licans of the House will submit to this tre- 
mendous alteration of the bill by a minority 
of their party in the’ Senate, aided and 
abetted by a majority of the Vemocrats who 
are in search of party capital and anxious 
to put the Republicans m a hole. When the 
House non-concurs in the amendments of the 
Senate a conference committee will have to 
be appointed. It is possibie that neither 
side may yield, in which event there wili be 
no legisiation on the subject, and the coin- 
age of silver will be carried on as it has been 
for the last twelve years. Many will think 
that is better than that the House should re- 
cede from its position and accept the Sen- 
ate’s. There ere intimations that there are 
enough free coinage Republicans in the 
House, united with the Democrats, to 
put through the Senate substitute. Then 
will arise the President’s responsibility. 
Will he sign or veto a free coinage silver 
bill? Already the politicians are discussing 
that question. . 

That the Senators from the silver mining 
States should be for free coinage is natural 
enough. They reflect tne wishes of most of 
their constituents. They think the throw- 
ing open of the mints to silver will stimulate 
greatly the mining industry and increase 
the output of silver, and that it will make 
profitable mines now unprofitable. New 
ones wilibe opened. The halcyon days of 
the speculator will come again. Probably 
such consequences would follow, for atime 
at least. But the temporary gain of Colorado 
might be the permanent injury of the coun- 
try at large. 

So long as the metal value of the silver in 
a dollar is 18 cents less than the nominal 
value ths opening of the mints to tbe free 
coinage of silver would close them to that of 
gold. That metal would command a premium. 
It would not be sent to the mint, but would 
be hoarded up or shipped abroad. Gold and 
silver would cease to circulate together. 
The customs dues would be paid in silver, and 
what gold there was in the Treasury would be 
drawn out gradually by the presentaton of 
legal tender notes for redemp‘ion. This 
hardly would tend to restore the equilibrium 

between gold and silver. 5 

The latter metal would de the only one in 
circulataon, but there is a probability that 
whenever a State, ora municipality, or an 
individual attempted to negotiate a heavy 
loan the contract would ignore silver and 
would stipulate for payment in gold. Exist- 
ing debts could be paid off in silver to the 
profit of the borrower, but the lender would 
take care that he was not stuck again in the 
next loan. 


This 1s assuming that the value of silver 
would not advance materially as a result of 
free coinage. Of course the nearer silver 
approached par the less the financial ais- 
turbance. If the white dollar should rise to 
97 cents in gold it would not pay to send it 
here from Europe. Should it rise above that 
price silver would begin to flow to Europe 
and gold to come ip here. A similar phe- 
nomenon has happened in the monetary his- 
tory of thie country. After the change of 
standard in 1834 the American silver coins 
were worth 3 per cent more as bullion than 
their legal tender or nominal value, and thus 
gradually disappeared from circulation. It 
was useless to mint them, because as soon as 
they were got hold of they went into the 
melting pot.

The evening organ of the junior Democrats

Tue T for reasons best known to it- 
self, continues to protest against the proposed 
inquiry into inequality of assessments and 
against all manner of reform affecting the pres- 
ent notoriously bad system of taxation.

An evéning mugwump paper is also un- 
happy because Tun Trisune is unable to see 
what good can be done by a Council commit 
tee, and therefore alieges that it is opposed 
to equal taxation. To this and to all other 
grieving friends TI Trisuns desires to say 
that for many years back efforts have been 
made in the Legislature, the County Board, 
and the Council to do two things. One of 
these is ‘to tax notes—to tax the man who has 
the money and also the man out of whose 
bands it has passed who holds a note for its 
repayment, This paper has steadily op- 
posed that, because wherever tried, from 
Massachusetts to California, it has worked 
mischief. Every time that it has been sought 
to put one tax on the borrower and another 
on the lender of the same capitai the bor- 
rower has paid both taxes. If he paia 5 or 6 
per cent on his loan and an attempt was 
made to puta 2 per cent tax on the lender 
the borrower’s rate of interest went up to 7 
or 8 per cent. 

The other thing which Van Pelt and others 
bave labored to do, and which this paper has 
fought, is to increase the assessments so that 
the taxes might be increased and the fund 
from which tax-eating bummers are paid 
might be made larger. Tue TRIBUNE has no 
objection to higher assessments of tangible 
property all over the State. It is willing to 
see property assessed at its fair cash value, 
provided the Legislature will at the same 
time pass a law reducing the percentage of 
taxation for municipal purposes in the same 
proportion. Tus TRIBUNE does not wish to 
see values of property doubled fur taxing 
purposes in Chicago while in the rest of the 
State it stands still, thus throwing a dispro- 
portuonate share of State taxes on this city.

THE CITIZENS’ MOVEMENT IN NEW TORK. 

As the first outcome of the recent investi- 
gauon of Tammany by the Fassett Senato- 
rial Investigation Committee a call for a 
meeting has been issued to be held on the 
24th inst. The signers ofthe call are very 
prominent citizens of New York, among them 
the Rey. R. Heber Newton, Bishop Potter, 
John Claflin, Frederick G. Tappen, Mr. Selig- 
man, and Father Ducey of St. Leo’s Roman 
Catholic Church. The onject of the meeting 
is.“ to organize a citizens’ movement for the 
purification of municipal politics by non-par- 
tisan nominations.” Unquestionably these 
gentlemen represent the most respectable 
public sentiment of New York, and this 
movementis one which ought to command 
the sympathies of all honest voters, but it is 
not an encouraging outlook that the partisan 
leaders of both the great parties are already 
beginning te antagonize the movement be- 
cause it is to de non-partisan. The 
Republican papers would be satisfied if 
a Republican could be elected, the 
Democratic papers want a Democrat, and the 
mugwump papers are clamoring from their 
lofty seats of reform that no Republican, 
however honest he may be, shall be nomi- 
nated. It is altogether probable, therefore, 
that the new citizens’ movement will cut a 
small figure in the canvass, notwithstanding 
it has an equal opportunity with other par- 
ties under the new Ballot law to get an offi- 
cial ticket in the field. It is possible to de- 
feat Tammany by a union of the elements 
hostile to Tammany—namely: the Ameri- 
cans and Germans in the County Democracy 
and the Republicans—and to secure good 
government for New York City. But can 
such a union be made? Hitherto neither the 
County Democracy nor the Republicans have 
shown any disposition boit the course 
pointed out to them by their partisan leaders. 
Iney have gone to the polls like cattle, and 
they will undoubtedly do so again, and the 
gentiemen of the citizens’ movement will 
probably find themselves a formidable mi- 
nority when elecuon-day comes.

THE PARTITION OF AFRICA. 

The long pending dispute between Ger- 
many and England as to their respective 
claims in East Africa appears to have been 
settled at last in a pacific manner by mutual 
concessions. The dispatch announcing the 
details of the agreement is not altogether 
clear and evidentiy contains some errors in 
names, but it is possible, however, to arrive 
at a general understanding of the terms of 
agreement and to trace pretty accurately the 
limits of the respective spheres within which 
hereafter the two Powers will have absolute 
control. 

The inland boundary line may be drawn 
from a point on the east coast, at the fifth 
degree south tatitude, northwest between 
the two great peaks Kenia and Kilimanjaro 
and across Lake Victoria Nyanza, thence to 
Lake Albert Nyanza and the northeast 
boundary of the Congo Free State. The ter- 
ritory to the north of this line is German, to 
the south English, but it is not clear from 
the statement whether Equatoria or the 
province recently administered by Emin Bey 
comes within English or German control. By 
this division Engiand secures a ciear right of 
way from the Victoria Nyanza to Lake Tan- 
ganyika and Lake Nyassa and an outlet to 
the sea by the Zambesi River, the claims of 
Portugal along that river evidently not being 
recognized in the agreement. Thereare also 
boundary adjustments in Soutowestern 
Africa, in Pogoland, and between Damara 
Land and Ngami Land, but present informa- 
tion does not allowus to state them accu- 
rately. On the east coast very important 
concessions have been made by Germany. 
England is given the entire seacoast from 
Somali to Mombasa, and under the terms of 
the agreement she can occupy any portions 
of itin the rearif they are held already by 
Englishmen. The coast from Mombasa to 
Mozambique will be urder German control. 
South of Mozambique to Cape Colony tha 
larger part of the coast was already under 
English controland did not figure in the 
agreement. 

These are the principal features of this 
most important partition. A minor consider- 
ation is the cession of Heligoland to Ger- 
many, two comparatively worthless islands 
in the North Sea, near the mouth of 
the Elbe. By this cession Germany gains 
two rocks which have been utilized hith- 
erto principally as a summer resort. 
Their entire area is but three-fourths 
ofa mile and their population about 2,000, 
Tne top of the islands afford grazing for 
sheep, but they produce nothmg except fish 
and a few potatoes. Everything has to be 
imported. The financial condition is very 
evenly balanced. The last statement shows 
an annual revenue of $41,635, expenditure 
$41,575, debts none. The principal loser 
in this rocky transaction is Lieut.-Col. 
Sir Terence O’Brien, K. C. M. G., who 
will be out of pocket $4,000, his annual 
salary as Governor. To the Germans it can 
be a matter of pride only that they take pos- 
session of a couple of rocks which geograph- 
ically have always belonged to their territory. 

Thos the future fate of Eastern Africa has 
been settled amicably, and hereafter it will 
be administered and developed by England 
and Germany within their respective spheres. 
If it shail turn out that England also has se- 
cured Equatoria, and thus has control of the 
region of the Nile from its mouth to its 
source, still more important results will be 
attained. Light will soon iilumuinate all parts 
of the Dark Continent. 


ADVERTISING CHICAGO, 

Opinions are divided. in regard to the own- 
ership of the breweries in this city which 
have been recently bougat by a syndicate. It 
sneeringly is insinuated in some quarters 
that the English capitalists who made the 
purchase decided to give it a flavor of Amer- 
ican ownership, because they hoped thereby 
to avert the partial boycott of their product 
which it was feared would be met with other- 
wise. If the purchasing organization be 
purely American, as is claimed by some, it is 
singular that the sale of shares should be 
pushed in the United Kingdom so enthusi- 
astically as is indicated by full-page adver- 
tisements in the leading English papers. 
But Chicago people ought to be the last to 
complain of this, seeing that they are 
being lauded to the skigs in connection 
with the scheme, The advertisements in 
the London papers say wat Chicago is well 
known to be the most progressive of ail 
American cities.” They tell their readers 
that this is the greatest railroad center in the 
world, that its arrivals and clearances of 
vessels exceed those of any other port in the 
United States, and that “as the grain center 
of America Chicago fixes the prices of the 
entire continent,” The following statement, 
printed in large type, is so flattering to the 
other places referred to that it is presented 
entire: 


In the recent contést in the Congress of the 
United States between the Cities of New York, 
Washington, St. Louis, and Chicago for tne loca- 
tion of the World's Fair, to be held in 1893, in 
commemoration of the discovery of America by 
Columbus 400 years ago, Chicago was chosen 
over all competitots by a very large vote. The 
rivairy was keen, as it was felt that to obtain 
this great Exhibition would not only bring an 
immense amount of money to the city fortunate 
enough to secure it, but would also have great 
influence on its future standing in the United 
States, and since the selection of Chicago the 
vaiue of property there has greatly increased. 


It may strike the average reader as a pity 
that so much eloquence should be displayed 
in connection with such a vuigar subject as 
beer, and some envious folks in the neighbor- 
hood of St. Louis and New York even may 
insist that such enthusiastic statements could 
have been written only under the inspiration 
of a much stronger beverage. But it is all 
true. For once the British advertiser does 

not misrepresent the facts in the endeavor 
to find buyers for his shares in an American 
enterprise of the kind which he calls in- 
dustrial.” Whether or not he asks for bis 
‘wares a higher price than they really are 
worth is another matter. It is tair to pre- 
sume that all the advantages referred to have 
not been neglected in the count which de- 
termined the amount of capitalization fixed 
on by the promoters of the scheme. So 
far as can be ascertained it promises to pay 
better than will many of the other projects 
which have been subscribed to by the British

Announcement of a 33-Cent Schedule—The 

Boad "s Competitors Bested by This 

Latest Out- A General Belief That the 

Figures Will Go as Low as During the 

Former Celebrated War-—The Case 

‘Arainst the Indicted Michtgan Central 

Officials. % ‘ 

Additional reductions in dressed-beef rates 
from Chicago to the seaboard were an- 
nounced yesterday, No inclination is shown 
by either the Chicago end Grand Trunk or 
the Lake Shore to give up the conflict, which 
was inaugurated about two weeks ago. The 
indications are that the rates wili go as low 
as they did two years ago. The Grand Trunk 
filed a tariff with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission a day or two ago making the 
rate from Chicago to Boston and New York 
86 cents, which is three cents less than the 
Lake Shore and other Central Traffic Associ- 
ation roads will charge after June 20. The 
new Grand Trunk rate will take effect the 
same date. N 

Hearing of the action taken by the Grand 
Trunk the Lake Shore requested thas 
a meeting of the Chicago Committee 
of. the Central Traffic Association be 
called to take steps for meeting the Grand 
Trunk’s new rate. The meeting was held 
yesterday afternoon. The Lake Shore 
gave notice that June 26 it would put in ef- 
fect the same rate—36 cents, as announced 
by the Grand Trunk. Notwithstanding the 
opposition by some of the roads the new 
rate was authorized by the association and 
will be put in effect by all roads June 26, 

It was also decided to reduce the rate on 


points. No reduction was made to interior 
trunk line points. 

The Chicago and Grand Trunk did not ex- 
pect that the association would authorize the 
Lake Shore and other roads to meet its 36- 
cent rate, but as soon as it found that tariff 
would be met it filed’ with the Inter-State 
Commission another schedule, making 
the rate via Montreal 83 cents and 
via Niagara Falis 86 cents, the new figures to 
take effect June 23, or three days before the 
36-cent rate goes into effect on the other 
roads. The filing of the 33-cent tariff by the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk last evening will 
not be known by the other roads until they 
read it in this morning’s Trisunz. Conse 
quently they will not be able to take an 
steps in the matter until this afternoon. It 
is not probable, however, that the Lake 
Shore will take further steps in the matter 
until the last-mentaoned rate has been put in 
effect by the Grand Trunk. The latter has 
bad thus far the best of the fight, it has 
managed to apply its three-cent erential 
just when the other roads met its previous 
rate. By its move last evening it will have 
a six-cent differential from June 23 to June 26, 
unless the Lake Shore should make another 
reduction before that date, which is hardly 
probable. 

Chairman Blanchard has gone to New York 
to call the attention of the Trunk Line Exec- 
utive Committee to the situation and secure 
its codéperation in his efforts to stop the 
fight. Theonly way by which a settlement 
can be effected is for the trunk lines to 
acknowledge the right of the Grand Trunk 
to make a differential rate on dressed beef via 
Montreal of three cents per 1,000 pounds. But 
by doing this the trunk lines would also be 
obliged to acknowledge the right of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific (Wabash) to make the same 
differential, and to this the Lake Shore says 
it will never consent. If the Grand Trunk 
stood alone no particular objection would be 
made to its claim for athree-cent differential, 
but as the Canadian Pacific wants the same 
there is little prospect of a cessation of hos- 
tilities,

Hors Cotiecr, HOLLAND, Mich., June 17.— 
[Editor of The Tribune.]—The Chicago 
newspapers have recently printed arti- 
cies which so misrepresented we pres- 
ent condition of affairs at our college 


that we deem it a duty to our sghool, 
the faculty, and ourselves to request that 
the following statement of Hope College af- 
faira be given a prominent piace, anc thus 
correct the false statements which some mis- 
informed correspondent has furnished.
